THE BUSINESS. 


President Baiter, of Taylorville, pre> 
ided at the business session of the asso- 
iation which began at 2 p. m. at the 
city council room and there wafc also a 
session at night. Both sessions were 
well attended. 


At the afternoon meeting two subjects 


were brought up. They were shortage 
and its remedies, and compensation to 
country elevators from railroad compa 
nies for handling and storing grain. 
The first subject was disposed of by a 
esolution requiring public elevators to 
lave public weigh-masters instead ol 
private ones, these weigh-masters to be 
appointed by the railroad and warehouse 
ommissioners. The second subject 
irought forth a resolution asking the 
board of railroad and warehouse com- 
missioners in adjusting tariffs to so ad 
ust them that the railroad companies 
would compensate the country elevators 
or handling and storing grain. A com 
mittee was appointed to present these 
resolutions to the railroad and ware 
louse commissioners. 
At the evening meeting which was 


called to order at 7:30, resolutions were 
>assed endorsing the bill introduced into 
;he house by Mr. Lyman, prohibiting 
public elevator men from buying anc 
landlmg gram for their own profit anc 
mixing such grain bought on their own 
account with grain stored by private in 
dividuals. 


THE BAKQUET. 


The chief social feature of the meet 


ing was the banquet which was servec 
in elegant etyle at the St. Nicholas hote 
at 10 p. m., under the direction o 


harles Laux, the proprietor, who., had 


an able corps of assistants. There wer 
128 covers laid and every chair at th 
tables was occupied. There was a taste 
!ul display of tropical plants. ,In th 
center of the dining hall were seate< 
the officers of the association and th 
visitors from Chicago. After selection 
by the Opera House orchestra, Presi 
dent Baxter stopped the hum of con 
vernation by calling the gentlemen tc 
order. 


H. C. Mowry, of Porsythe, was pro 


sented to deliver the address of wel 
come, and he did it in a graceful man 
ner. 'He said in part that there are 
many things in life which are of great 
gratification to individuals and 
the 


masses. "I have seen great men wel 
corned to Decatur—generals, politician 
and others. Grant was once a guest o 
our city. Here to-night we have men o 
wealth and brains, and men who ex 
pect to acquire wealth. I welcome you 
as one who lives in sight of the spires o 
the churches and within ear-shot of th 
bells. This is the central city of Ilh 
nois, a bustling, thriving place, and th 
company here to-night assist largely i 
moving the world of commerce. Ther 
are men here who in Chicago hav 
worked hard to attain reputation an 
wealth, and they have succeeded; bu 
country dealers look at the Chicago fe 
lows with a little fear because they ar 
ravenous, either bulls or bears. In th 
grain trade it takes brains to succeec 
In the railroad business money is th 
chief thing. I have been in the grai 
business twenty-five or thirty years 
You are welcome, more than welcome 
here to-night. You work hard and con 
trol the finances of the country to 
large degree, and I think it is true the 
no other class of men work so hard, ban 
die GO much money and keep so little o 
it as the grain dealers. You are thrice 
welcome to this splendid feast.

It has been said 
lat the howling speculator of the board 
f trade could raise more corn in the pit 
_ one warm and sunshiny day than five 
ounties in the corn belt in a season, but 
when it comes to delivering the grain on 


tie reckless sales he has made, be often 
nds that he must await the arrival of 
orn from the country grain merchant 
to fill his contracts, and sometimes pays 
everal centaper bushel more for it than 
lis original sales were made at. When 
we speak of the relations of the country 
grain dealers with the Chicago board of 
rade, we naturally refer to the receivers 
f the board,as it is with this department 
hat he has to do. It is to them that he 
ooks to see that his grain is properly 
raded and weighed and delivered to the 
myer, freight properly adjusted and 
irompt returns made of same. It is the 
eceiver who stands between the coun- 
ry grain dealer and the avaricious ele- 
ator man and eastern shipper. It hat 
ieen said, Mr. President, that the day ol 
be receiver in Chicago is past, and that 
he public elevator proprietors will do 
he receiving of the future. This would 
ot be a natural condition of affairs, and 
want to predict right here that it will 
.ever obtain. Let the business once 
all into the hands of the elevator man, 
and who would look out for the weights 
and grades and rules in the interest pi 
he country grain shippers? Tne grain 
tusiness, in su:h an event, would Boon 
levelop into a grand monopoly tied up 
with the rope of manipulation with Ar- 
mour pulling the strings, and it would 
not be many moons before they woulc 
le buying the grain directly from the 
armers and ignoring all the legitimate 
methods of handling grain now ir 
•ogue. The receiver has his place anc 
;he elevator man his also, and the grain 
merchants of Illinois should assist as 
Far as possible in the passing of such 
legislation as will secure to all shippers 
receivers and elevator proprietors equa 
and exact justice. And now, Mr. Pros 
idect.before I close I cannot help con 
gratulating the Illinois grain dealers on 
their splendid organization which has 
oeen brought about in the last few 
years. We all remember the old adage 
In union there is strength," but how 
slow we have been in years gone 
t>y to avail 
ourselves of the 
be 


nefits of association. The Chicago Boari 
of Trade to day stands for what can b 
accomplished by thorough organization 
in the grain traffic, and the machinery 
there which makes and unmakes price 
for not only the United States, bu 
Europe as well, and which handles an 
Dually 150,000,000 bushels of grain fo 
domestic and export trade, with a smal 
amount of friction, is certainly some 
where near perfection. Your organiza 
tion should be as perfect, and with e 
little effort can be made so, and I predict 
Mr. President, that the happiest days o 
the Illinois Grain Dealers, which begai 
with the organization of this associatioi 
which is feasting here to-night, are eti 
ahead of you and will continue just in 
proportion as tbis organization gam 
strength with the days to come.

It has been suggested that Great 


Britain, in driving a hard bargain 
with Nicaragua, until her demands 
were satisfied, would occupy such 
parts of her coast as would not only 
give her a foothold there, but would 
be a menace to the Nicaraguan canal 
when built. 


Minister Bayard has been in con- 


stant communication with the state 
department for several months with 
reference to the trouble* between 
Great Britain and Nicaragua on the 
one hand and Great Britain and Ven- 
ezuela on the other hand. No dis- 
patches in regard to Venezuela have 
been received, however, for several 
weeks. 


It is authoritatively known that the 


Bi itisli minister of foreign affairs has, 
within the past forty-eight hours, in- 
foi ined Mr. Bayard that Gieat Britain 
does not desire an inch ot Nicaraguan 
territory; that her colonial possessions 
are alieady sufficiently large to satisfy 
her ambition, and that what she de- 
sires of Nicaragua is that a proper in- 
demnity s.hatl be paid to British Pro- 
consul Hatch and other of her ma- 
jesty's subjects, who were driven out 
of Blueflelds during the troubles in 
the Mosquito reservation last autumn. 


Assurances have also been given 


that while Great Britain will show an 
earnest determination to collect that 
indemnity, there is little, if any, prob- 
ability that Greytown will be bom- 
barded by a British fleet in the event 
that Nicaragua shall be slow in com- 
plying with Great Britain's request.

said to hold that to tax incomes from 
the rent of real estate was in every way 
equivalent to a tax on real estate, and 
lence was clearly a direct tax, which is 
unconstitutional, and that a tax on state 
or municipal bonds by the government, 
was, in effect, taxing the certificate of 
ndebtedness itself,.because a tax onjthe 
income from a state bond necessarily re- 
duced the value of the bond itself to that 
extent. 


The special says there is practically 


no politics in the decision as reached by 
the court. 


The United States Supreme Court, as 


at present constituted, consists of five 
Republicans and four Democrats, but 
one of the latter, Mr. J ustice Jackson, 
has not been present during the heariu; 
of this case. Of the four who voted to 
upset the law as a whole Chief Justice 
Fuller and Justice Field are Democrats, 
while Justices Gray and Brewer are Re- 
publicans. 


So, too, those who voted to sustain the 


law as a whole were also divided politic- 
ally, three of their number, Harlan, 
Brown and Shiras, being Republicans, 
while Justice White is a Louisiana state- 
rights Democrat.
